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A TRIBUTE TO THE FORESIGHTEDNESS 
OF THE RUTHERFORD-CROSS GOVERNMENT 

Private ownership, as applied to telephones, gets a very 
hard bump at the hands of Representative Lewis of Maryland, 
who wants the United States government to take over all the 
’phone lines in the country and operate them as an adjunct 
of the post office. : 

United States, says Lewis, with all its triumph in the 
development of the telephone  business—a development 
which the residents of the republic have been taught to blieve 
placed that country in the vanguard of the world’s progress— 
really stands thirteenth among the seventeen leading countries 
in the world. The telephones cost as much in the capital 
of United States as it does in Amsterdam, Rotterdam, Auck- 
land, Tokio and Copenhagen combined. In United States it 
costs more to use a telephone to talk to your neighbor in the 
next block than it does to write a letter and in this respect 
United States has almost a monopoly. It costs the New 
Yorker more to use his phone 15 times a day on a measured 
service than it would cost for an unlimited service in London, 
Paris, Berlin and Stockholm combined. 

In the face of such arguments the finish of the Bell 
monopoly is in plain sight. Lewis proposes that the United 
States government take over the whole network at nine 
hundred million dollars, which sounds like quite a neat little 
consideration, and by attaching telegraph instruments to the 
wires, as the province of Alberta has done between Calgary 
and Edmonton, to give the country government ownership

THE ORIGINATION OF THE 

BEDFORD MILLIONS 

The Duke of Bedford, so it is reported, is about to bring 
to Western Canada the millions which he so recently realized 
from the sale of the Covent Garden property in London, to 
here re-invest the money in land. 

If the duke could be induced to invest his money in 
industry rather than in land, he would be a much more 
welcome immigrant. Canada offers tremendous opportunities 
io the developer, but it is commencing to be a little less than 
doubtful if the country has not been misguided in the warmth 
with which it has welcomed the exploiter, and the very cir- 
cumstances and source of the Bedford millions makes this 
doubt even less in this particular instance, 

Bedford’s ancestors got the land which he so recently 
sold from Henry VIII. nearly four centuries ago, being a part 
of the property taken from the Catholic church in those 
troubled days. The land at that time had no particular 
value and the suspicion that it would ever amount to anything | 
like the price realized the other day probably never crossed 
old Henry’s erotic mind. But successive generations of hard-. 
working Englishmen have given it a value, in the creation of 
which it is altogether probable that the Bedfords, while they 
have lived oft it through the centuries, had no_ intelligent 
part. Certainly they could not have given twenty millions 
of service to humanity, and even though they had, it is un- 
reasonable to suppose that what service they gaye—com- 
mencing with what doubtful service the originator of the line 
may have rendered to Henry—endowed them with any moral 
right to inflict a condition of poverty upon the thousands 
who, during the four hundred years, have contributed their 
industry and toil toward the making of the Bedford fortune.

One year from today, while the church 
bolls are ringing out the Christmas eve 
message, “Peace on earth, goodwill to 
men,’ Great Britain, Canada and the 
United States will join in celebrating the 
centenary of the signing of the treaty of 
peace at Ghent, one of the most momen- 
tous documents ever written by human 
hands. 2 

The treaty, which officially terminated 
the latest, and, it msy be hoped, the last 
war between England and the Untted 
States, was concluded at Ghent, the ancient 
Belgian city, on Decomber 24, 1814. 
tho negotlitions Great Britain was rep- 
resented by Lord Gambter, Henry  Goul- 
burn and Willlam Adams, and the United 
Statos by John Quincey Adams,  Jamos 
Bayard, Henry Clay, Albert) Gallatin and 
Jonathan Russell, 

The Americans met in Ghent in July, and 
the British commisstoners assembled early 
In August. The negotiations were entirely 
friendly, and the people of Ghent mant- 
fested great interest in the proceedings. 
After the treaty was concluded the Amert- 
can commissioners gave a banquet to the 
British delogates, at which sentiments of 
mutual frlendship were offered. A few 
days Jater the tntendant of the depart- 
ment, Count H. van Stelnhuysor, gave an 
entertainment to the distinguished men of 
both natlons, 

The treaty provided for the restoration 
of all territory taken by elther party from 
the other during the war and tne appotnt- 
ment of an abitration comunission to de- 
cide the ownership of certain islands. in 
and near Passamaquoddy Bay; and for 
Commissions to determine the boundary 
lines from the river St. Croix to where 
the 45th parallel cuts the river St. Law- 
rence; the middle of the water communt- 
cations from that point to Lake Superior, 
and the limits from the “water-communtea- 
tion between Lakes Huron and Superior to 
the most northwestern point of the Lake 
of the Woods.” Another article of the 
treaty bound both nations to use their 
best endeavors to abolish the slave trade, 
as being “irreconcilable with the principles

| TODAY IN DOMINION

Isabella Valancy Crawford, one of the 
most notabie of the very few Canadian 
Women who have sought Itierary expres- 
sion in poetry, was born in Dublin 63 
years ago today, the daughter of Dr. Ste- 
phen Crawford, a physician.

The girl sought relier in’ perusing 
the poets, and in weaving her own thoughts 
and observations into garlands of poetry.

FIRST THINGS

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The first diplomatic agent of the United 
States was Silas Deane, who was born at 
Groton, Conn., 176 years ago today. He 
became a merchant, and was a delegate to 
the first Continental Congress. In the 
Spring of 1776 he was sent to France as a 
secret diplomatic agent. He posed as & 
merchant from Bermuda, and upon his ar- 
rival In Parts sought and interview with 
Count de Vergennes, the minister for for-. 
ign effairs, who refused ‘to recelye him, 
Deane was reduced to the direst poverty, 
and was 6jected by his landlady,  Subse- 
quent American ambassadors have  Coili- 
plained of the lack of sultable ambassles, 
but Deane was reduced to a point where 
he Tad -to .accept poor lodgings from a 
sympathetic “Frenchman, Eventually ho 
was given an audience with Vergennes, 
and began the diplomatic relations which 
eventually resulted in the French alllance, 
In 1777 Deane was recalled. In the bitter 
controversy which followed his recall, 
Thomas Paine revealed the fact that sup- 
piles furnished the colonies had been fur- 
nished by the French government—a diplo- 
matic indiscretion which cost Paine his 
place as secretary of the committee on 
foreign affairs. Deane, driven into pover- 
ly and evile, died in\England in 1789. 
Half a century later his claim for his ser- 
vicos abroad was adjusted by Congress and 
a large sum was paid to his hetrs.

Results in Decision to Go 
Further North, 


FORCE OVER BIG COUNTRY 


Extends to Furthest Northern 
. Limits and Comprises 
But 53 Men, 


After being located for nearly 25 
years at Athabasca Landing, the re- 
moval of the Royal Northwest Mount- 
ed Police headquarters to Peace River 


Crossing is being contemplated. The 
department's bulldings were — totally 
destroyed in the flre which visited | 


Athabasca some months ago, and have 
since been located in temporary head- 
quarters, awaiting the decision of whe- 
ther or ne’ the headquarters be moved 
farther north. 

The jnrisdiction of the northern di- 
vision extends from a point midway 
between Athabasca and Edmonton to} 
the’ farthest Iimits of the north, and it 
is obvious that the location for the 
headquarters should be at a point far- 
ther north than at present. Superin- 
tendent McDonnell, of the northern di- 
vision, now at Athabasca, believes that 
Fence River Crossing is the ideal loca- 
tion for the headquarters, as commu- 
nication with the north country {s to 
be had by navigable streams ina 
northwesterly direction as far as Hud- 
son's Hope, and to the northeast as 
far as Fort Vermilion, and from these 
points up Into the Arctic circle. 

The vast extent of territory which 
the northern division is 
looked after by 538 men, with two in- 
spectors, Inspector Phillips at Herschel 
Island, and Inspector Field at Smith's 
Landing, 600 miles north of Athabasca, 
A sergeant and three men are statlon- 
ed at Chipewyan, Port McMurray, Fort 
Smith, Resolution, Fort McPherson, 
Lae la Biche, Wabiskaw, Mirror Land- 
ing, Sawridge, Grouard, Peace River 
Crossing, Vermilion, Dunvegan, Grand 
Prairie City, Lake Saskatoon and Stur- 
reon Lake. 

This great north country lacks but 
{one thing to make it world renowned, 
and that is the railway. The agricul- 
tural qualities of the soil are equal to 
any. in the prairie provinces and oa 
large amount of grain is already grown 
there. A good sized flour mill is now 
located at Port Vermilion, and at this 


QUEBEC WILL BE GREAT 
SHIPPING TERMINAL IN 
SUMMER AND WiNTER 


Ottawa, Dec, 24—The government 
proposes to have steamships run to 
Quebec tn winter and carry freight, 
mails and passengers to and from that 
port. Tho three miles of waterfront 
at Onebec, Just purchased by the Boye 
ernment, Will be the site of great ocean 
terminals for the national transecon- 
tinental. 

The site includes the Allan shipping 
property and a great deal more. It 
cost in the neighborhood of $250,000. 
The records Indicate the feasibility of 
running vessels up the St. Lawrence 
as far as Quebec throughout the year, 
and the government is going to try and 
have this avenue of commerce devel- 
oped. It will be shorter than by way 


of Halifax or St. John.

All Maritime Nations Must}« 
Agree Upon Adoption of 
Standard Time, 


London, Dee. 24.—In view of the rules | a 
whieh will, it is expected, be laid 
down by the international conference 
on the safety of life at sea, says the 


Times, much careful thought is now 


being given by shipowners to the ques- 
tion of wireless telegraphy. It is be- 
lieyed that the proposal of the conter- 
ence is that wireless telegraphy shall 
be made compulsory for certain clas- 
ses of vessels to be defined by the 
number of persons carried, the dis- 
tance between ports, or the speed of 
the ship. 

When these international rules are 
prepared it will be neeyssary for own- 
ers to dectde in which of the three 
classes laid down by the international 
radio-telegraphy convention. last year, 
they will have their ships. 

Licenses will be granted by govern- 
ments, according to class. The first- 
class includes ships having a continu- 
service, the second-class those 
g limited working hours, with 
“watehers’ during the first 10 min- 
utes of the hour, and third-class ships 
having no regular working hours. 

The Times points out that the defini- 
tion of the second-class presents cer- 
tain important problems which may 
not be fully realized. The radio tele- 
graph convention lays down that when 
an operator is not on duty In a ves- 
sel of this class, there must be a wat- 
cher during the first 10 minutes of ev- 
ery hour. It would, therefore, seem 
necessary that all maritime nations 
should first agree upon the adoption of 
some standard time for the purpose, 
otherwise as every degree of longitude 
represents a difference to time of four 
minutes, ships distant from each other!

“In an interview Jack Johnson had in Paris with Victor Breyer, 
then my associate, and later with Leon See, director of boxing and 
boxers, he made the same public declarations, which remain,still 
without denial, that ‘1 will not box again even for a million.’ Since 
coming to Paris Johnson made an engagement to meet me. He did 
not come himself but his representative came, only to declare to me 
that Johnson did not wish to really box a capable adversary to 
maintain his title, but only adversaries of a second class.
